of the Government Postal Department 
He ordered special mail toags to be 
carried for every Postoffiee of Ala- 
meda County to the Oakland office, to 
be used for the duplicated returns, so 
that in case the telephone service fail- 
ed the returns could speedily be se- 
cured by mail. Once the returns reach- 
ed the Oakland office Postmaster T. T.

carefully planned and dovetailed with j 
that of every other, and the details of !

Before a. new domestic is 


engaged, she reads and understanding- 


ly accepts the conditions written down, 
and is informed that, though she will 
never be scolded, any infringement or 
neglect of conditions will be visited 
with dismissal. The result is a com- 
plete absence of friction in the house, 
and a conscientious pride in living up 
to the; terms of the agreeement. Is not 
the idea a suggestive one for the Amer- 
ican housekeeper, too often a prey to 
petty irritation over unfulfilled'duties? 
It should make for self-respect on the 
part of the servants as well as for 
dignity in the mistreas, and might 
speed the day w'hen the relations in 
the household of the employer and em- 
ployee may have the importance of a 
business compact, not to be terminated 
by the caprice; of either parly to it.

SEWER BUILT OF CONCRETE. 
Reinforced concrete 
is superseding 


brick and stone work at every turn m 
the 
building- 
construction. 
Hoprs, 


ircnes, small bridges, reservoirs, chim- 
neys and 
factory 
buildings, which 


•have heretofore been universally built 
of brick, are now being erected of con- 
crete 
With the addition of expended 


metal, or other form of steel bracing, 
there Is hardly any purpose for whlcn 
concrete cannot be nsed advantageous- 
ly and economically. The form of the 
steel used for reinforcing the concrete 
does not matter much, any old material 
that is available being suitable. 
Old 


pipes, scrap rails, bar iron and wire 
netting are some of the shapes often 
requisitioned for this work. Expand- 
ed metal, a unique 
material, 
which, 


though designed for another purpose, 
is finding an unexpected place ni con- 
crete work. 
This is used in the lighter gauges for 


plaster work in partitions and in the 
heavier, gauges £or floors, sewers, etc?. 
The photograph reproduced herewith 
shows the method of its use in a sew- 
er recently completed at Syracuse, N. 
Y. Several similar sewers are beins 
build throughout 
the 
country, 
and 


plans for .a similar one, 
such 
as for 


Harrisburg, are being worked up. The 
sewer shown in the photograph was 
built for a private concern, and is de- 
signed to take care of twenty million 
gallons of water,a day. 
A cradle of 


concrete is first put in and then a sheet 
of expanded 
metal, 
after 
which a 


wooden form is used conforming to the 
exact shape of the sewer bottom .Sev- 
eral additional inches of concrete are 
then rammed in and a finishing coat of 
H, rich cement mixture applied. 
When 


this ha.s set a collapsible wooden frame 
is placed in position to form the arch, 
and another sheet of expnAded metal 
is embedded in n section of concrete ot 
the thickness desired. 
When complet- 


ed, this construction furnishes a se;y-n- 
less tube of any desired length and one 
which engineers claim is quite as du- 
rable as the best built brick sewers.— 
Washington Pr.st.
